Mayor Peter Kelly called out HRM’s Traffic 
Authority yesterday, asking it to ease up 
on issuing winter-parlcing-ban tickets dur¬ 
ing the holiday season — weather permit¬ 
ting. 

“I felt that if there’s a way to use some 
degree of discretion, if there is no snow 
on the ground, then that discretion 
should be used,” Kelly said yesterday. “If 
it’s not impeding traffic ... then it’s ques¬ 
tionable as to the real need to give out 
tickets.” 

Kelly said growing frustration and con¬ 
cern from citizens led to his releasing a 
mid-afternoon press release calling for 
this type of discretion to be used. 

“I don’t want it to be perceived that 
this is a tax grab,” said Kelly, adding there 
has been more than $47,000 worth of 
tickets issued since the ban went into ef¬ 
fect last week. “It’s clearly bringing a con¬ 
cern to the public, and clearly a concern 
when there’s no snow on the ground.” 

Coun. Sue Uteck — who has also spo¬ 
ken out against the ban — took issue with 
the method Kelly used to get his message 


Department responds 


The HRM Traffic Authority won’t be letting 
up on giving out tickets, according to a 
statement released last night.

► “This proved unsuccessful because too 
many cars were left along the streets, forc¬ 
ing snow ploughs to work around them," 
the statement read.

“You don’t change public policy 
through a press release, and you didn’t 
even consult council,” she said. 

Under the ban, those caught parked on 
the street between 1 a.m. and 7 a.m. face 
a $50 ticket. It increases to $82.90 if not 
paid within 60 days.

© But finance minister warns there 
are more tough times to come 


The Dexter government got 
a temporary reprieve from 
red inlc-stained budget up¬ 
dates yesterday. 

Finance Minister Gra¬ 
ham Steele revealed that 
while the province original¬ 
ly forecasted a $222-million 
operating deficit for 2010- 
11, the updated forecast is 
predicting a $97.2-million 
surplus. 

Steele explained the 
$319-million variance was 
partially due to a series of 
unforeseen one-time fac¬ 
tors, including increased 
revenues from Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s share of personal in¬ 
come tax ($71.5 million), 
prior-year adjustments 
($97.6 million), and the 
bump in HST revenues re¬ 
sulting from July’s two-per 
centage-point hike ($29.7 
million). 

The province is still pro¬ 
jecting a $370-million 
deficit for 2011-12, howev¬ 
er. That’s partially due to 
university funding, which 
will return to annual re¬ 
porting in this spring’s

Peter Dorey has endured 
some major wipeouts. 

“It was pretty icy and 
the way I slipped I went 
backwards and wacked 
my head,” said Dorey 
about an incident at Ski 
Martock more than five 
years ago. 

“I woke up to a man 
standing over me. I was 
knocked unconscious and 
had a pretty bad concus¬ 
sion. Luckily I had a hel¬ 
met on.” 

Dorey is part of the 75 
per cent of Nova Scotia’s 
skiers and snowboarders 
who are strapping on a 
helmet before hitting the 
hill, a QEII neurosurgery 
study has found. 

Lynne Fenert, the re¬ 
search nurse who con¬ 


ducted the study, found 
80 per cent of women and 
70 per cent of men are 
protecting their heads. 

The study, which was 
based on the frequency 
and factors associated 
with helmet use, revealed 
the number 1 reason peo¬ 
ple choose not to wear a 


4-12 

The age range with 
the highest rates of 
helmet use is age four 
to 12 . 


helmet was “social im¬ 
age.” 

She said others simply 
believe they won’t get 
hurt. 

“No one ever sees 
themselves in those 
shoes,” adding the majori¬ 
ty of these skiers and 
boarders are teenagers. 

Fenert said the study 
will be published in early 
2011 and a campaign will 
be launched to target non¬ 
wearers. 

The study was based on 
the observations of 3,336 
skiers and snowboarders 
at Nova Scotia’s three ski 
hills.

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Provinces win 
right to regulate 
in-vitro fertilization 


O Justice Thomas Cromwell offers determining view in 
split vote O Says many provisions fall under provinces 


A divided Supreme Court of 
Canada has upheld the 
right of the provinces to 
regulate in-vitro fertiliza¬ 
tion. But the court said the 
federal government is with¬ 
in its rights in banning 
cloning and human hy¬ 
brids. 

The court issued a divid¬ 
ed advisory opinion that 
grappled with the “weighty 
moral concerns” of assisted 
reproduction. It upheld in 
part a 2008 Quebec Court of 
Appeal decision that de¬ 
clared Ottawa overstepped 
itself in asserting its right to 
regulate the use of human 
sperm, eggs and embryos. 

The court split 4-4-1 with 
Justice Thomas Cromwell 


Power imbalance 


Four other judges upheld 
the right of the provinces 
to regulate health care. 

► Justices Louis Lebel and 
Marie Deschamps wrote 
that although assisted hu¬ 
man reproduction “raises 
moral and ethical 
questions," an overriding 
federal criminal law was 
not justified. 

offering the determining 
view in what amounted to a 
complex analysis of the 
time-honoured constitu¬ 
tional rights of provinces to 


control health care. 

Quebec filed a constitu¬ 
tional challenge to the 2004 
federal Assisted Human Re¬ 
production Act and was 
supported by three other 
provinces. The province ar¬ 
gued that Ottawa was tread¬ 
ing on provincial 
jurisdiction over health 
care. 

The act regulated the use 
of sperm, eggs and em¬ 
bryos, while banning 
clones and hybrids.

South Korea vowed yester¬ 
day to “completely 
punish” North Korea if it 
attacks again, and 
mobilized hundreds of 
troops, tanks and helicop¬ 
ters for a massive military 
exercise prompted by high 
tensions on the peninsula. 

The firing drills 
planned for today near the 
Koreas’ heavily armed 
land border signalled that 
South Korea is willing to 
risk further escalating ten¬ 
sions with North Korea, 
which shelled a southern 
island off the western 
coast on Nov. 23 and 
stirred up a war-lilce 
atmosphere. 

The attack, which killed 
four people, was portrayed 
by Pyongyang as a retalia¬ 
tion for southern military 
exercises on Yeonpyeong 


island that day. 

South Korea has 
conducted 47 similar mili¬ 
tary drills this year, and it 
scheduled one more exer¬ 
cise for Thursday in 
response to the North Ko¬ 
rean attack, an army offi¬ 
cer said on condition of 
anonymity, citing depart¬ 
ment rules. Thursday’s 
drill will be the biggest- 
ever wintertime joint fir¬ 
ing exercise that South 
Korea’s army and air force 
have staged, an army 
statement said. 

“We will completely 
punish the enemy if it pro¬ 
vokes us again like the 
shelling of Yeonpyeong Is¬ 
land,” Brig. Gen. Ju Eun- 
silc, chief of the army’s 1st 
armoured brigade, said 
separately.

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Economy 
faces risks 


O Canada’s economy will grow by 
about 2.3% next year: IMF report 


The risks to Canada’s eco¬ 
nomic recovery are in¬ 
creasing and could curtail 
growth in the future, the 
International Monetary 
Fund warns in a new out¬ 
look for the country. 

Overall, the fund’s end- 
of-the-year report on 
Canada gives a generally 
positive assessment, espe¬ 
cially in comparison to 
other countries. 

But it cited several “key 
risks” that could restrain 


the recovery and growth 
in employment, including 
an overheated housing 
market, high household 
debt and the weak recov¬ 
ery in the U.S. 

“Risks are elevated and 
tilted to the downside 
with high household debt 
levels the main domestic 
risk, and a weaker U.S. 
outlook the largest exter¬ 
nal risk,” the report 
states.

It came with wobbly writ¬ 
ing and hand-drawn 
diagrams, but an elemen- 
taiy school science project 
has made it into a peer-re¬ 
viewed journal from 
Britain’s prestigious Royal 
Society. 

Biology Letters 
published a report yester¬ 
day conducted and 
written by a group of 
eight- to 10-year-olds from 
an English elementaiy 
school investigating the 
way bumblebees see 
colours and patterns. 

The scientific organiza¬ 
tion said the children re¬ 
ported findings that were 
a “genuine advance” in 
the field of insect colour 
and pattern vision. 


Working with a neuro¬ 
scientist from University 
College London, the chil¬ 
dren carefully document¬ 
ed their methodology and 
discussed the data they 
collected. 

The group trained bees 
to go to targets of 
different colours by giving 
them a sugar reward, and 
reported that the insects 
are able to learn and 


remember cues based on 
colour and pattern. Scien¬ 
tists who commented on 
the kids’ report in the 
journal say although the 
experiments were modest 
and lacked statistical 
analyses, they were clever¬ 
ly and correctly designed 
and hold their own com¬ 
pared to those conducted 
by highly trained special¬ 
ists.

That’s the suggestion of 
noted Canadian wine 
writer, speaker and judge 
Natalie MacLean, who is no 
slouch at choosing the 
right vino to fit the recipi¬ 
ent's personality. 


“I wanted to find a way 
to approach wine that is 
fun, takes the snobbery 
out of it and gives drinkers 
more confidence,” she said 
in an interview. 

“Once I had the notion 
about all those people who 
we tip, or unusual people 
who provide service all 
year around, ‘I thought, 
let’s say thank you with a 
bottle of wine.’MacLean 
says that wine “is a little 
different than a monetary 
tip or a gift like candles 
and soap, which I am sure 
everyone is tired of.” 

If a large bottle of wine 
seems daunting, most 
liquor stores and wine out¬ 
lets have half-sized bottles 
of everything from red and 
white to sparkling wines 
which she suggests pairing 
with a corkscrew or wine 
book. 

It's always wise to make

NHL demotion 
has silver lining 


O Being sent back to the WHL lets 
Schenn play for Canada’s juniors 


Bray den Schenn played 
just more than eight min¬ 
utes for the Los Angeles 
Kings in a 3-1 victory over 
the New Jersey Devils on 
Oct. 30, and then he sat, 
and sat, and sat. 

For the better part of a 
month, the talented 19- 
year-old centre from 
Saskatoon was left idle, 
trying unsuccessfully not 
to think too much about 
his situation. With eight 
games under his belt, 
Schenn was approaching 
the 10-game threshold 
that would activate a year 
of his NHL contract and all 
but assure he wouldn’t re¬ 
turn to junior this season. 

So he sat, contemplat¬ 
ing the uncertainty. Would 
he stay in the NHL? Would 
he be sent back to the 
Brandon Wheat Kings of 
the Western Hockey 
League? Would he play 
again for Canada at the 
world junior hockey cham¬ 
pionship? He didn’t have a 
clue about what was going 
to happen. 

“I didn’t get told any¬ 
thing,” the baby-faced 
Schenn said in a recent in¬ 
terview. “Three weeks, up 
until I got sent to Manches¬ 
ter (of the American Hock¬ 
ey League on Nov. 17 for a 
conditioning stint), came 
back from Manchester and 
I didn’t really get told any¬ 
thing. I’m sure they were 
unsure what they were go¬ 
ing to do with me. 


“They’re calling 
the Americans the 
favourite, that’s 
fine by us.”

Some closure finally 
came Dec. 3, two days after 
Schenn returned to the 
Kings from his two-weelc 
stint with the AHLMon- 
archs, when he was sent 
back to Brandon. Disap¬ 
pointed over the demo¬ 
tion, the silver lining was 
that he would be able to 
rejoin the national junior 
team and help try to 
avenge last Januaiy’s loss 
in the gold-medal final to 
the Americans. 

Still, it took the fifth- 
overall pick in the 2009 
draft a while to get over 
the sting of being returned 
to the WHL and having to 
put off his NHL dream for 
another year. 

“I’ll agree with them, 
maybe it was the right de¬ 
cision. I guess I’ll find out 
in the future,” said 
Schenn. “You can’t argue 
with L.A. there. They’ve 
produced a lot of good 
players, they hold my fu¬ 
ture and they’re going to 
do what’s best for me.”

people was sentenced 
yesterday to 51 years to 
life in prison. 

A judge sentenced An¬ 


drew Gallo, 24, amid sob¬ 
bing from the victims’ 
family and friends who 
earlier heard him apolo¬ 
gize for the 2009 crash. 

Prosecutors said 
Gallo’s blood-alcohol lev¬ 
el was nearly three times 
the legal limit when he 
blew through a red light 
at an Orange County, 
Calif., intersection on 
April 9, 2009, and T- 
boned the car cariying 
Adenhart and three 
friends. 

Also killed were Court¬ 
ney Stewart, 20, and Hen- 
ry Pearson, 25. A fourth 
passenger, Jon Wilhite, 
had his spine separated 
from his skull by the im¬ 
pact and survived.
